Background: Public Hospital Districts (PHD's) are special purpose districts that operate
hospitals and provide other health-related services. Commissioners of a PHD are publicly
elected officials. They may be either three, five, or seven in number and each serves a six-
year term. No primary isheld. A PHD may contract or join with another hospital, a PHD, or
other entity to provide health care services or operate heath care facilities by forming a
nonprofit joint legal entity. The governing body of such a joint entity must include
representatives of the PHD, including the PHD commissioners.

Summary of Bill: If aPHD entersinto ajoint legal entity, the governing body of the joint
legal entity, the representatives of the PHD need not necessarily be the PHD commissioners.

Appropriation: None.
Fiscal Note: Not requested.
Effective Date: Ninety days after adjournment of session in which bill is passed.

Testimony For: This gives flexibility to the Public Hospital Districts and allows for the
governing bodies of the joint legal entities to be of more manageable size.
